IMMIGRATION. 


The Rosthern Mennonite reserve 
comprises the even secticns, except 
Hudson's: Bay, in township 40, in 
ranges 3, 4, and 5, and in township 
41, range 4, west of the 3rd meridian, 
west of Duck lake, in the district of 
Saskatchewan. By a recent order-in- 
council. township 41, range 3, has 
been added. The order-in-council sets 
forth as the reason for reserving these 
townships for Mennonites only, that 
the two Mennonite reserves in Mani- 
toba are overcrowded by arrivals from 
the States and Europe and by natural 
increase, and that the Rosthern re- 
serve was made and is now increased 
to meet the growing needs of the 
Mennonite families of Manitoba and 
to encourage Mennonite settlement in 
Canada. The order-in-council recites 
that it as “in the public interest to 
encourage the Mennonites in their 
efforts to promote settlement, and to 
d» this it is necessary to give the in- 
tending settlers an assurance that 
they will be enabled to carry out the 
principle: of their social system and 
to settle together in hamiets.” 

There is a bad feature about this 
arrangement and also a good feature. 
The bad feature is that Mennonites 
born, or at least reared, in Manitoba 
are so anxious to keep themselves 
separate from the rest of the com- 
munity that lands in a number of 
townships must be reserved for their 
use only. That is, while a small pro- 
portion of the la.d is actually settled 
upon at once by these people the large 
proportion is held vacant awaiting 
their good pleasure or that of their 
friends to come and occupy it. This 
is a favor that is not extended to 
ordinary Canadian or British settlers, 
and the question naturally arises, is a 
Mennonite so much more desirable a 
settler than any other man that he 
should be accorded privileges not 
accorded If Canadian 
born Mennonites are so prejudiced 
against their fellow citizens that to 
induce them to remain in the country 
it is necessary to give them a reserva- 
tion by themselves, it is evidence that 
there are disadvantages as well as 
advantages connected with a Menno- 
nite population. It is certainly a 
question how far these prejudices 


should be encouraged by gagy yi} 
™,- ee ee a Yal favors. 


aue gova teature of the arrange- 
ment is that the governmené has re- 
cognized the desirability of directing 
and indeed of substantially encourag- 
ing the overflow of population in one 
part of the country to the vacant 
lands in another part. This is a de- 
parture that it is to be hoped will not 
stop with the Mennonites, or with 
the overfiow of Manitoba, but will be 
extended to take cognizance of the 
great annual overflow from the east- 
ern provinces to the States. In the 
last thirty years Canada has lost more 
men and more money by removal to 
the United States than she wouid 
likely have lost in any ordinary man- 
ner with that country. It is almost 
inconceivable that Canada with a 
population of less than five millions 
has a million native born Canadians 
in the States. Yet itis a fact, pre- 
sumptive evidence of which is within 
the knowledge of every resident of 
Canada, And the drain is still going 
on. The existence of a vast Canadian 
population in the States is recognized 
by the Canadian immigration depart- 
ment,for the efforts of its agents there 
are specially directed towards securing 
the return of these ex-Canadians. 
But of the hundreds of thousands who 
have gone what a comparatively few 
have returned, and how greatly would 
Canada have benefitted had these 
hundreds of thousands whom the 
eastern provinces could not hold come 
to the Northwest. Instead of re- 
cognizing the desirability of directing 
this overflow of our own population to 
the Northwest our government in the 
past has ciscouraged rather than 
encouraged such a movement. In the 
administration of Northwest lands 
every man was given preference over a 
Canadian. No wonder Canadians 
went to the States when they were 
apparently not wanted in their own 
country. To-day. Americans are given 
advantageous transportation rates tu 
the Northwest such as are not accord- 


to others. 


ed to Canadians, and Canadians are 
given better rates to the States than 
they are given to the Northwest. A 
case of national hari-kari. Although 
the extension of the Rosthern Menno- 
nite reserve in one way seems like-an 
extension of the anti-Canadian prin- 
ciple, it is to be hoped instead that it 
is the begining of an active effort on 
the part of our government to direct 
our overflow of population generally— 
not Mennonites only—to desirable 
vacant lands in the Canadian west. 
Give the young Canadian of Eastern 
Canada to understand that he is 
wanted in the west and that the best 
there is is not too good for him, and 
there will be no need of paying immi- 
gration agents to go to the States to 
coax back a handful out of the million 
we have lost. We may not be able 
to repair the damage done, but we 
can prevent a continuation of the 
damage. To hold our own people 
should be our first effort. When we 
have succeeded even measurably in 
doing that, we will have taken the 
longest step towards securing a de- 
sirable immigration from other coun- 
tries. A country that cannot retain 
its own people is not in a good posi- 
tion to secure desirable settlers from 
other countries, no matter what beauti- 
ful advertising matter it may issue or 
how many glib tongued and highly 
paid immigration agents it may 
employ.

Madie Brown, the much wanted 
one Jegged tramp, who is supposed to 
have killed policeman Twohey at Lon- 
don, Ont., several months ago, was 
handed over to Governor Boston of 
the county jail, on Saturday evening. 
Several hundred people had gatherd at 
the station to see him, but few got the 
opportunity. The prisoner had been 
very talkative all through the journey 
until the vicinity of London was 
reached, when he seemed to lose heart. 

F. §. Spence, secretary of the 
Dominion Temperance alliance, makes 
the following statement in his analysis 
of the vote on prohibition: The German 
and Freneh elements of our population 
were found to be hostile to prohibitiun. 
The English, Irish and Scotch are 
strongly in its favor. Outside critics 
as London, Hamilton, Kingston, the 
three partly urban constituencies, and 


every constituency in the Dominion 
that has not a large French or German 
vote, declared in favor of prohibition. 
This is the most striking and probably 
the most important detail of the vote. 
There are nine anti-prohibition con- 
stituencies in which the electorate of 
British origin voted “No.” The Ger- 
man voters defeated prohibition in five 
constituencies in Ontario, French votes 
defeated prohibition in five constituen- 
cies in Ontario, three in New Bruas- 
wick, one in Nova Scotia and fifty- 
seven in Quebec and perhaps one in 
Manitoba. The remaining 125 con- 
stituencies all voted ‘ Yes.” 

Fred Schoff, brother of barrister 
Schoff, has returned from the Yukon 
and gave the Toronto Telegram consider- 
able informatiun concerning _ official 
wrong doing in the Yuko.u. During 
the course of his remarks he said: 
“J didn’t record any claims. I know, 
though, that officials declined to allow 
us to search the books, and frequently 
refused to make the the search them- 
selves. When you wanted tosee if 
claims were recorded, a common 
method of procedure was to go toa 
policeman or other subordinate official,” 
These you paid money to, and they 
found out for you the facts required.
